NH PREPARES AS TROPICAL STORM ISAIAS APPROACHES EAST COAST

CONCORD, N.H. — NH Homeland Security and Emergency Management encourages residents and
visitors to prepare now for potential impacts from Tropical Storm Isaias.

NH Homeland Security and Emergency Management is closely monitoring the storm with our partners
at the National Weather Service.

Although it is still too early to know with certainty how this storm will affect New Hampshire, everyone
can take steps to be prepared. Right now, it looks like a weak tropical storm may impact New Hampshire
late Tuesday into Wednesday with heavy rainfall and gusty winds possible.

Remember, hurricanes and tropical storms are not just a threat to coastal communities. High winds,
heavy rainfall, tornadoes, and flooding can occur anywhere in New Hampshire.

"Being prepared is critically important,” said NH Homeland Security and Emergency Management
Director Jennifer Harper. “It is important to understand that it only takes one hurricane or tropical storm
to severely impact an area. Take time now to prepare your family. Know what to do and have the things
you need to stay safe.”

The core steps to preparedness are simple:
1) Stay informed — Sign up for NH Alerts.
2) Have a family emergency plan.
3) Build an Emergency Kit.
